The invention described in document 1 or 2 and the invention described in document 3 
belong to a similar technical field in the constitution of obtaining an image by a camera and 
processing the image. So, a person skilled in the art could have easily conceived of the constitution 
to photograph by operating the camera described in the invention of document 1 or 2 in response to 
the invention described in document 3. 

The subject matters of claims 1, 3, 7 and 8 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view 
of document 1 or document 2 and document 3 cited in the ISR. These claims are described as the 
generic concept with regaid to the aforesaid claim 4. As n^ntioned above, these claims do not appear 
to involve an inventive step.
